Upland of the Future-- 


New Subdivisions To Help Pay 
Cos of Schools, Playgrounds 


“Where is it going to end?” 

That question is asked daily by local residents as they 
« hear’ of new subdivisions planned for Upland and its immedi- 
ate area. 

Of course. no one knows the answer. Some forecasters 
seé’the end of the local house building program when every 
desirable residential site has been developed. That is the 
most Common answer. 

. Imother words, in 10, 25 or 40 years more or less, Upland 
will be a solidly developed residential community—whether 
we like it or not. 

For example, the planning commission tonight will con- 
sider plans for the first major subdivision north of Foothill 
boulevard. The Manker Brothers property from Euclid ave- 
nue west to San Antonio avenue and from Foothill to Thir- 
teenth street is proposed as the site of more than 160 houses. 

“Why can't such an area be reserved for the ‘better’ and 
larger’ houses?” is another frequent question. 

Answer to this question rests almost entirely with owners 
of the property. Only in a general way can the planning 
commission or the city council place any limitation on owni- 
ers’ properties. 

How an individual's land is going to be used—for large 
or small houses—is a matter for individuals themselves to 
determine: not any legislative body. 

The city council, however. has taken a timely step in 
preparing to levy a small per lot charge on each subdivider 
to provide funds for school building and_ recreational sites. 
In a special meeting this week, the council authorized prepa- 
ration of an ordinance to set up a fund for these purposes. 
B. sum of $25 a lot would not go far in providing for educa- 
tional and recreational facilities but it would be aq start. 

Growth causes many challenging problems but the great- 
est task rests with the school board in providing school build- 
ings and staffs. The city council has no direct responsibility 
in helping the school board but the subdivision charge for an 
> educational fund is a fair one. At present q subdivider must 
‘ conform to requirements as to sidewalk and street improve- 
ments. The additional charge is scheduled to’ b added 
and the proceeds will be placed in a special fund for use 
only in acquiring educational and recreational facilities. 

Charles W. Eliot, planning consultant for the city. has 
prepared a 15-page report on the city of the future. Most of 
the report concerns future sites for schools and playgrounds— 
and it will take many of them. Beginning next week, The 

Upland News will publish a resume of his forecast. si 
: Upland is changing and it is well for all interested citizens 
to realize the problems that lie ahead.

| Upland Concrete Products Co., 
owned by M. BE.

The industry employs five men 
besides the owners, furnishing 
material for hundreds of Upland 
homes, garden walls, patios, gar- 
ages and business buildings. 

Three sizes of wall blocks are 
popular: 6x4x12, 6x4x16; 6x8x16. 
The blocks come in natural ce- 
ment, or colored, including a soft 
rose, a deeper mauve and green.
